tember 13. at Rotterdam, charged with 
being concerned In the conspiracy against 
the lives of the czar of Russia and the 
quean of England. An associated press 
jnan 
boarded the Werkendam in the 


upper bay and the ships officers said 
Kearney and Halnes were not aboard. 


The reporter looked about aud found 


' two men talking quietly together and de- 


tected the Irish accent. He charged them 
with being the men sought, but they 
denied the charge emphatically at first' 
Upon pressure they admitted their Ident- 


; ity though at the dock they successfully 


denied themselves to a group of reporters 
OB the lookout for them. 


Kearney said be had gone abroad to 


look after his business affairs and visit his 
wife's relatives. He met Haines, who was 
traveling for pleasure. Both took rooms 
together at Queen's hotel, Rotterdam, and 
it %va» mere ihey *ure iir«aie««. Ctey 
were taken to the police barracks and 
fceld for some time before they were told 
that the charge against them was the 
manufacturing of dynamite bombs. 


Kearney says, "It was a lie because I 


never had such a thing In my possession, 
but I was even more surprised when they 
•aid that bombs were found under my 
bed. I solemnly declare i never placed 
thorn there and am positive it was simply 
one of the many plots of Scotland yard 


men, 
who wont stop at anything to make

dential election. 


He said the decision of the American 


boundary commission will be against 
England, not because of a hostile commis- 
sion, bnt became, he believes, no honest, 
impartial arbitrator could decide in favor 
of England's claim upon the evidence 
presented. 


Continuing Sir Edward said: "If the 


United States attempted to force npon us 
the inevitable decision of the commis- 
sion piissionate resentment would be 
aroused here which would be serious for 
both countries. That is why I conceive 
we are running a serious risk-"

The Bay State Gas company of Dela- 


ware was incoporated in 1889 principally 
for tbe purpose of consolidating fourteen 
gas companies and then supplying the 
city of Boston and obtaining control of all 
Boston gas companies. Later it absorbed 
the Brookline Gas company at a, "cost of 
about $125,000. The capital stock of the 
company was $15,000,000. 


The complaint upon which tho applica- 


tion was based was made by William 
Buchanan of New York. It is very long 
and charges the company with not hav 
ing paid interest since April, 1893; that 
the capital stock has been raised irom 
$3,000,000, and that the majority of this 
stock is retained by Addicks and agents 
fraudulently. 


The petitioner alleges it is his opinion 


that the company can not be conducted 
in any better manner while J. Edward 
Addicks is in control. He claims the 
company is indebted to him in the sum of 
{2000 and asks the court to adjudge it in. 
solvent and appoint receivers.

Thus far It ia not known which of the

Chippendale of East Main strset, tells an 
interesting story of his experiences during 
the past year in the Massachusetts Nauti- 
cal Training school on board the United 
States war ship Enterprise, which lies in 
Boston harbor during the winter and 
makes a long voyage each summer. 
Young Chippendale entered the school 
a year ago, and Charles Dalton of this 
city entered it six months ago. Both are 
at home now. The school is for training 
boys in seamanship and marine engineer- 
ing, thur fitting them for positions in the 
merchant marine service. 


This year the Enterprise left Boston 


May 23 for her annual cruise, sailing for 
the Island of Faya!, which was reached in 
twenty-three days. A moderate gale was 
encountered and at Fayal the rigging had 
to be repaired. On June 20 the ship sailed 
for Queenstown, Ireland, where she 
landed on the 2d of July after a very 
pleasant voyage. The boys had an oppor 
tuuity to look about the city. 
Young 


Chippendale and a few others took a ride 
through some of the principal streets in a 
jaunting car driven by a jovial and witty 
young Irishman, who kept them in a roar 
of laughter much of the tims and helped 
to make their visit memorable. 


On July 9 the Enterprise left Queens- 


town for Southampton, England. O;i tlie 
way up the English channel the boys 
saw the British revenue cutter Landrail 
run down and sink amother vessel. All 
on board the sinking vessel were saved 
The assistance of the Enterprise was of 
fered, but was not needed. Southampton 
was reached in two days and the Enter 
prise passed an American liner while en 
teriog the harbor. 


The Enterprise left England July 28 for 


Lisbon, Portugal, where she anchored on 
the 6th of August. 
Her engines had 


broken down and she was obliged to make 
port by sail. The machinery was repaired 
at Lisbon, where the ship lay for nine 
days. The boys had a good chance to 
look over the city and were surprised to 
find in one of the stores, cloth printed at 
the Arnold Print works. It was the kind 
that has printed upon it the images of 
doc's, cats, etc., to be mad e up into toys. 
Everybody here is familial' with these 
goods.but they were quite unlooked for iu 
far away LisboA. 
Another interesting 


thing seen in Lisbon was a Portuguese 
bull fight. Bull fighting in Portugal, 
however, is not the same as in Spain and 
Mexico, where the bulb are killed. In 
Lisbon the men simply torture and en- 
rage the bulls and escape over the fence 
about the time the a.iimals lire in a posi- 
tion to get in some work. In view of 
what tbey had read about bull fighting 
the boys thought the sport somewhat 
tame, but the natives were wild with ex- 
citement and delight. One feature of the 
fight, however, corresponded to the pub- 
lished accounts—it occurred on Sunday- 


On the 15th of August the Enterprise 


left Lisbon for the Maderia Islands, olf 
the African coast, where she arrived in 
four days, landing at Funchal. Tue boys 
thought they would get some genuine 
Maderia wine here, bnt when they called 
for it they were told that the stock was 
out and the lost lot ordered had not ar* 
rived irom Spam. 
They learned later 


that the wine business of the islands had 
been destroyed by some insect or disease 
of the grape vines, although "Maderia'i 
is still to be had in moat markets, espec- 
ially in any part of the United States. 
Fruit of various kinds was abundant, but 
not oi the beat quality. Near tbe top of 
quite a high mountain at Funchal is a 
convent to which a cogwheel railroad 
runs, and there is a slide by which many 
descend the mountain on sledges, a sort 
of dry land toboggan orranginent, as i 
were. The visit at this pi>int was full Of 
interest, an interesting teature being the 
Hew York school ship, with whose pu. 
pils the Massachusetts boys hod a good 
visit. 


On August 22 the Enterprise set sail for 


Boston and raised her pennant to the 
breeze, as is the custom of homeward 
bound war ships. The pennant was con- 
sidered rather small, but was ninety feet 
long. The homeward voyage occupied 
thirty-eight days. A cyclonic storm wag 
encountered off Cape Hatter as and the 
vessel was obliged |to heave to for two 
days. It was a terrific storm and it looked 
at one time as if the Enterprise and all 
on board had about finished their course. 
The boys were so busy manning the ship 
that they had little time to consider their 
danger, which, however, was very great. 
The ship rolled at times to an angle of 
BO degrees, filling some of the lifeboats 
with water, but survived tbe storm with 
but little damage. The officers displayed 
marked coolness and bravery, and the 
boys, must have proven themselves to be 
worth-something as seamen, as only four 
regular sailors were aboard besides the 
officers. 
The ship landed at Boston 


September 29. She was in charge of Com- 
mander J. Giles Eaton, a fine man 
and

espected highly, and the the first lieuten- 
ant was A. P. Nazroa. There were 120 
boys in the school when the Enterprize 
sailed from Boston, but there were five 
desertions during the voyage. 


In the main the voyage was a very 


pleasant one, but there were some fea- 
tures that were not so pleasant. On the 
way homo the slock of provisions ran 
short and the "abandoned ship," stores 
had to be opened, and even then the 
supply was not such but what the boys 
could have "punished " a little more. A 
distressing feature also was the prevalence 
of throat trouble, which in some

No enlargement of the cnr- 
reiioy, not even the unlimited issno of 
government notes, will help them so 
loag as they spend" every dollar they 
earn and lay up nothing for their cred- 
itor-i. 


The cute ior this evil, as well as for 


all the other evils of our financial sys- 
tem, will eomo not from legislation, 
but from the gradual ucnuraulation of 
wealth in the hands of our citizens. A 
ceutuiy ago Now England was as poor 
and as clamorous for an artificial in- 
crease of currency as tho extreme west- 
ern aud southern states are now. Time, 
'iirkutry and thrift hare brought more 
:.bundaut riches to that section, and 
with it a mere abundant supply of cur- 
rency. New York, New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania were also once afflicted 
with wildcat banks and all tbe evils of 
depreciated banking circulation. They 
have followed New England iu out- 
growing that condition and are now as 
stroui; fiuaucialiy as any part of tha 
commercial world. Ohio, Indiana and 
Illinois have taken the same course o£ 
development as their neighbors in tho 
east; co that they, too, havo as nrach 
currency as they ased and of as good a 
quality as can bo desired. Gradually the 
remaining states, where so mnoh com- 
plaint is now made of tho lack of mon- 
ey, will emerge from their poverty and 
cease (o depend upon their wealthier 
sisters. By u similar process the evil of 
exct-ssive credits now BO prevalent will 
be corrected by tho gradual accumula- 
tion of reul capital among men engaged 
in business and by their corresponding 
emancipation from dependence upca' 
bank loans and time purchases. Thirt 
tho co-antry has made great progress 
during the past few years toward this 
condition if proved by the steady de- 
cline in the rates cf interest for moa*y 
at its financial centers. Tha more cap- 
ital there is tho less ia the interest poid 
for its use, awl, conversely, a low rate 
of interest indicates a larger eapply of 
capital. Whether in the course of time 
this supply will become BO great as Io 
reduce interest to nothing whatever ic a 
question yet to be answered. At all 
events, the decline towurd that point 
wi!i ba slower and Blower as the ponit 
is approaohed; GO that tho coropleto ex- 
tinction of interest is y»t along way off.

HI* Plan of Action. 


Coles' plan was to go to the small 


Italian bankers who could not afford 
to keep correspondents on the other 
side and offer to send drafts on his cor- 
respondents at a very low commission. 
When the drafts were presented for 
payment in Italy they were returned 
as invalid. The money -which had been 
given Coles lor the drafts he spent in 
fast living. When his clients com- 
plained to him about the non-payment 
of their drafts, he would tell.thcm that 
there bad bee a some mistake, wliieh 
he woald at once remedy. In this man- 
ner he managed to avoid suspicion for 
about a year, and the bankers of Mul- 
berry rtreet were greatly surprised 
when they learned that he had ab- 
sconded, not having for one moment 
doubted his honesty. Several of tha 
banker, who had baen taken in by 
Coles managed to get their monev by 
seizing some property which he owned 
in Rome, Italy, but the majority of 
them lost every cent. 


BOSTON HIGHBINDERS. 


They Mow Bring Charge! of Attempted 


Extortion Again* Chlame Chrlitiims. 
Boston, Oct 16.—Wednesday mem-

YALE'S PROPERTY TO BE TAXED. 
C*Uer* Authorities Will Oppose Payment 


on *n Ass*-Htnent of $)1.OOO,OOO. 


New Haven, Conn., Oct. 10.—The 


tor. n assessois are now engaged in 
computing tht value of the property of 
Yale university for the purpose oi 
taxation. This is in accordance with 
the opinion of the town counsel ren- 
dered some months ago. This opinion 
was that the town had the right under 
the law to tax the property of the uni- 
versity, not used exclusively for educa- 
tional purposes. 
This would include 


dormitories, gymnasium and the like. 
The value of the Yale property which 
the assessors will tax is at present 
hard to arrive at, but It is believed it 
will reach 91,000,000, if not more. The 
college authorities will no doubt op- 
pose paying a tax on this assessment, 
and litigation over the matter is cer- 
tain to come.
